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Spelling. 


Commenting on the spelling bee held in Washington, re- 


cently, participated in by representatives of the press and 
Congress, the Washington Star expresses a hope that it will 
have the effect of stimulating a country-wide interest in ortho- 
graphy. That there is need of;a inorc intimate study of the 
formation of words in the English language is amply evi 
denced by the examination of personal documents. This may 
be in part (he result of recent a|pjmpts id establish new'sys- 
tems of spelling based upon plion'elics, which have undoubt- 
edly created or rather, perhaps, foklqred,a .spirit of indepen- 
dence on the part of people regarding the formation of words. 
As long, however, as no such system has beX'h formally adopt- 
ed, save by a few periodicals and iiidiyjdu;ij,s, (he public duly 
to spell in accordance with some seiilbjiii]ce'?(i.l' system remains 
unabated. 
In the public schools spelling is jiow taught chiefly 


by indirection. No longer are classes stood up in line and 
drilled in the old-fashioned way .that afforded the stimulus ol 
competition to quicken xeal, acquiring familiarity with the 
components.of .words. .-.Pupils are "marked," and in the cor- 
rection of spelling papers they have no vivid object lessoils in 
accuracy to impress upon them the proper mode of pulling 
their letters together, The'"spelling bee'1 possessed, loo, the 
interest of an exhibition, and while it had its terrors for some 
who were unable to think quickly and spell<aloud with con- 
fidence, it afforded good training in a rapid concentration. 
Many a good speller is pul down and out in an oral match by 
simple words which can .be written accurately, without I he 
slightest hesitation. ' Co-ordination between Ihe ear and the 
tongue is in some cases more effective,than in others, and so 
the champion in a spelling match may not necessarily lie a 
better intrinsic speller than one who meets a writing lest, II 
is true that spelling is all for .Ihe eye, that is to say, both in 
handwriting and in print—given Ihe 'benefit of good proof 
reading—and a man may be a poor contender in a match 
where (lie word pronounced and spelled aloud who can satisfy 
all the canons of orthography when it comes to pulling his 
words before Ihe public. Yet this spelling bee is a worthy in- 
stitution that should not he allowed to lapse, and Ihe affair in 
this city last evening has Us distinctly national value. 
It .un- 


questionably demonstrated that statesmanship and scholarship 
are allied, and Representative Willis is to be acclaimed today 
with honor as worthily upholding the lies! traditions of the 
national legislature.
